with a special report: on the prevalence of 
bubonic plague in Hongkeng during’ the 
years 2296. and 1896, This is a subject 
that has been very extensively reported 
upon by other medical mon, but Dr Atkin 
son'a contribution is valuable in that it 
brings together in concise form most of tho 
main facts connected with our knowledge 
of the discaso in Hongkong.- In 1895, the 
total number of cases reported was 44; in 
1896, tho numbor was 1,204. Dealing with 
the latter yoar, Dr Atkinson showa thit 
the percentage of mortality amongst the 
Chinese was 89.6 ; but in cases dealt with 
at the Hospitals the percentage of. deaths 
was only 74.00, Froni some statistics for- 


warded to Saigon from Bombay, we learn |' 


that in 60,cases treated with Dr Yorsin’s 
serum the death-rate,was only 34 per cent:, 
and there appears to be good reason for he- 
lieving thot, after allowing o discount for 
tho oxtravagant claims of Dr Yorsin’s’ 
friends, his serum is of considerable value in 
the treatment of plaguocases, The Govern: 
ment of Indis has ordered an investigation 
into'the relative merits of Professor Haff- 
kin’s and Dr Yersin’s serum preparations, 
and in a few months the world ought to be 
in possession of data which wilt enable the 
medical profeasion to form a. just estimate 
of the serum treatment in plague cases. 

Much .has already been written on Dr 
Yorsin’s relations with the Government

They were summarily 
ejected and this so excited their indigna- 
tion that they incited the disquieted coun- 
trymen to then and there force the doors, 
after which the looting bogan. Fortunate- 
ly. the fire set failed to catch, and the 
whole damage docs not exceed tive thou- 
sand tacts in all. “The leeal gentry and 
copitalists were gratified to find that there 
‘was no feoling of resentment against the 
introduction. of foreigh machinery at the 
back of the trouble ; as they themselves ate 
heavily committed to investmenta in this 
direction.

‘They have been described in 
many a perfervid specch as working” for - 
almost nothing, living upon a fow grains of, 
rice, and thus underselling the European 
craftsman. It curns out now that they insist 
upon what has bean fixed as the European 
wage. Thisdetracts suinewhat from the view 
that has been taken by Victorian. politi- 
cians. They have been convinced that tho 
Ghiness workers allowed themselves to 
be sweated, and consequently a number 
of attempts have heen made: to restrict 
Chinese labour, It used to be proposed 
every year, or oftenor, that the furniture 
made in Chinese shops should be branded;

HONGKONG A FREE PORT. 


THE HARBOUR MARTER ON THE LIGHT 
DUES QUESTION. 


Commander Rumsey’s annual roport as 
\| Harbour Blaster was laid before the Legiala- 
tive,Couneil on Monday. On thy interest- 
ing topic of Nght ducs, Commander Rumsey 
‘writes :— 

‘The subject of light dues has occupied. 
somo attention recently and haa elicited 
statementa and arguments the basis of 
which is found in the phrage ‘Freedom of 
the Port." 

But even those from whom this phrase 
fulla. most glibly have not attempted to 
explainyrecisely what meaning they attach 
to it. Hongkong is described by thom as 
a ‘Free Port,’ and the Gevermment is an- 
athematized for destroying its freedom, yet 
there hus been no proposal on the part of 
the Government to alter in principle the 
condition uf things which has existed for 
the last quarter of a century. 

A ‘Free Port’ in the general acceptanco 
of the term is, F venturo to assert, w port 
where there isne Custom Houso and where 
goods aro freo from Custom duties and con- 
trol.---Also in name cases it is applied wo 
ports where ships are free and not subject 
to charges such as Light Dues, Tonnage 
Dues, &e. Thero is no Custom House at 
Hengkong and goods are free, but for the 
last 46 years European shipping has been 
subject to a charge fur light dues, and for 
30 years native craft have been subject to. 
port charger. 

But it is now contended that here in 
Hongkong ‘Freedom ef the port’ rust in- 
clude both vf these exemptions and that 
without Free Ships as well as ree Goods 


there is no ‘Freo Port,’ condition which, 
so faras I have been able to discover, in 
not supported by precedent in any port of 
importance in any part of the world. 
hteference has also been made by way of 
argument to a ‘Free Port’ proclamation 
issued in 1842 when in the words of the 
ratepayers’ petition to the House of Cam- 
mons, Hongkong was ‘a barren rock, the 
abode of a fow fishermen and pirates’ and 
when.as yet the treaty by which it becamo 
a British possession had not been ratified. 

Hongkong, we are told, has errived at 
its present state of proaperity through be- 
ing a ‘Free Port.’ Now for 30 years Hong- 
kong has not been « ‘Free Port’ within 
the apparent meaning of these who ad- 
vaneo this statement, for from the 
1st January, 1867, a charge was levied 
on all native craft tradingto the Port which 
charge has continued up tothe present time, 
and in 1875 Light Ducs was first imposed 
on European shipping, 

The prosperity of Hongkong in 1867 
(when charges were first levied on native 
eraft) was represented by « Eurepean ton 
page entry of 1,104,826 tons and o junk 
entry of 1,367,702 tons, making a total of 
2,662,528 tons. 

In 1875, when European shipping was 
first taxed by the- imposition of light dues, 
the total entry had increased to 3,662,774 
tons, - 

In 1890, when the rate of light dues was 
increased to 2 cents a ton, the tonnage 
entry had ronched 6,688,094 tons, and last 
Fenr it was 8,051,085 tons. 

Thus the prosperity of Hongkong has in- 
creasod froin an entry of 24 million tona to 
an ontry of $ million tons during 30 yeirs 
of taxed shipping, a fact which completely 
capsizes the assertion that ita prosperity is 
due to its being a ‘Free Port’ from a ship- 
ping point of view. *
